greatly the moral courage, the or- 
ganized action, 
the 
unity

strength an'd the sense of devo- 
tion in every community aa in 
war. . 


"There sre enduring principles," 


he said. 
'And national ideals to 


be preserved against the pressures 
of today." 


But the president expressed con- 


fidence in the power and 
cour- 
age of the people to triumph over 
national difficulties- 


"They are rallying to their re- 


sponsibilities. 
They are thus do- 
ing more than serving their im- 
mediate needs. They are buttress- 
ing the very foundations ot sell- 
government. 
They are defending 


the very principles of liberty and 
freedom. 
They are showing the 


patience and the steadfastness of 
Abraham Lincoln." 


The president's speech, delivered 
from the study 
in the 
White 


House in which Lincoln lauured 
to preserve the union 
of 
tho 


states, climaxed a national observ- 
ance of his predecessor's birthday 
anniversary. 
Radio carried 
his 


words to Republican party gather- 
ings in New York and elsewhc.e 
over the nation. 


But Mr. Hoover pointedly reject- 


ed the anniversary as a political 
day: 


"Ours is a government of polit- 


ical parties. Lincoln was the lead- 
er of a party whose traditions and 
tencnts arc precious to all those 
who adheres to it. But we do not 
celebrate the birth of Lincoln as ti 
political event. Instead we cele- 
brate his birthday as the most 
significant for any American after 
Washington. 
In' its 
celebration 


we find renewed courage 
and 


str.ength 
Our obligation to Lin- 
coln is to be resolute in our deter- 
mination to nizintain the princi- 
ples which

from the fires of revolution and 
which Lincoln strengthened in the

"Abraham

any other man gave expression lo 
the heart and character and tlje 
faith of our race."
